We drove out sco them at work on a 
sectiun of the railway. Just as Wo arrived, 
tho gang threw down their tools and refus- 
ed to go on working. The overseer walked 
up, and, after a good dual of talking, they 
were induced to go on working. The ex- 
planation was that “they wanted their tea. 
They are also employed on Government 
bhildings ; and aiter a certain tine, aro al- 
lowed to yo as servants. Our host confided 
to us that nll the servants in the heuse, 
including his wife's maids, had committed 
murder | 2 

There was a big prison a few miles outside 
the town, which we wont ovor, Thera 
appeared to he very little discipline ; no 
hard labour, and no prison dress. Pri- 
soners wear the clothes that they bring in 
with them ; and they alsu bring their bed- 
ding, which is not conducive to cleanliness. 
The room® are small, dirty aod stuffy, 
though Russians do nct consider them so. 
There were about -fourtuen mon in each 
room, lying on their heds_smoking cigar- 
attos. “We were told that thero wus a 
rulo against smoking, but that it was never 
enforced. ‘Two children, about four years 
old, were lying on one of the bods. ‘Their 
fathor, who had murdered his wife, was 
going tu the mines, and had obtained
